APPEALS FOR CLEMENCY 


An Illinois collection of interesting candidates for clemency have 


filed applications with the state board of pardons and paroles, and, in 
view of their background and the crimes for which they are imprisoned, 
disposition of their appeals provides cause for speculation. 


Three of the men, each on his own occasion, killed Chicago police- 


men. Each of the three had a law-breaking record. One of them, when 
he killed a policeman, killed an "L" station ticket agent also. He has 
twice escaped from Joliet. Another covered a policeman with a gun, 
commanded him to raise his hands and then shot him through the back. 
Running bootleg whiskey was that man's criminal vocation. The third 
followed robbery as a trade. He killed a policeman who attempted to 
arrest him. There are many others of a similar stripe. 


It is inconceivable that any of these men should be turned loose 


upon society. But who can study the records of pardoning boards and 
say with any degree of certainty that any supplicant for freedom, re- 
gardless of how vicious he may be, may not receive a favorable answer 
to his plea? 


DAY OF REAPING 


Surveying the inefficiencies, extravagances and corruptions of 


American government, Lord Bryce entered this record in his memorable 
work: 


"America wastes millions annually. 
But her wealth is 'EO great, 


her revenue so elastic, that she is not sensible of the loss. She has the 
glorious privilege of youth, the privilege of committing errors without 
suffering the consequences." 


So it may have seemed. But natural laws are inexorable and the 


government of the cities, which Bryce conceded was "the one conspicuous 
failure" in the period! of which he was writing, is today the most con- 
spicuous. We are reaping what we have sown.

IN A GERMAN 
CAMP 


The 
Manchester 
Guardian, of 


Manchester, England, is known the 
world over for its truthfulness. Thus 
these excerpts from a letter written 
by a worker in a German labor 
camp presumably can be taken at 
face value: 


"In our camp, the men get 3 Ibs. 


of bread and 100 gms. of margarine 
every two days—When they return 
to their huts after work at 5 p. m. 
they have 'lunch'—dried vegetables 


and peas. 
As a rule the food J.i 


scarcely eatable and the men often 
throw it away. We usually get a 
small piece of sausage or cheese, a 
gherkin or a herring for next day's 
breakfast— 
"On the second day most of the 


men go to work with no more than 
a piece of dry bread left, and some- 
times with nothing at all. The shift 
—with intervals—is nine and one- 
half hours, not counting time taken 
in going to and ?rom work 
"There is no water for washing in 


the camp. Water is brought in twice 
daily In carts....It is used in the 
cookhouse first and, as a rule, there 
Is none left for washing. Some of 
the men wash in their tea, as it is 
undrinkable anyway— 
"The huts, which are built to hold 


18 men each, are occupied by at 


i least 26.... 
| "It is as cold as ice in the huts— 


j there is only one pail of coke in 
] each for heating. 


"Dysentery and scabies have brok- 


en out because of the continuous 
lack of water. Men when they come 
home from work are covered with a 
crust of dirt 


"The track from the camp to the 


place where we work—about an 
hour's inarch—is unlit. In one week, 
two men fell into a hole five yards 
deep. They stuck there until the 
following morning, up to the waist 
in mud and water, before they were 


I salvaged. One of them had broken 
1 his arm 


"There is a lot of nigger-driving 
here— 


"Concentration camps, dried vege- 


tables, starvation wages—these are 
the "glorious times' into which Herr 
Hitler has led us—" 


COST OF SLUMS

Father Navin remarks: 
"Thus every man, woman and 


child in the section was subsidized 
$78.78 and each family of four sub- 
sidized S315, an outrageous price to 
pay for maintaining such an eye- 
sore in the center of the city." 


Father Navin traces, too, how 


more than a quarter of the city's 
crime and disease reach out from 
this infectious center, striking the 
entire community.

TO AID FARMERS 


As an aid to distressed taxpayers, 


Senator Alonzo S. Batchelor of this 
district has presented a bill in the 
Senate or Pennsylvania which has 
lor its purpose the exoneration of 
penalties and interest due on de- 
linquent real estate taxes. 


The bill provides that every coun 


ty, city, borough, town, township 01 
school district shall have the powe' 
to exonerate any taxpayer from the 
payment of any penalty or interes 
charged on any delinquent tax as- 
sessed against real estate prior to 
the year 1934, if payment or provi- 
sion for the payment of such de- 
linquent tax is made before July 
1. 1935. Further, the bill provide; 
for the exoneration of interest or 
penalty on any tax assessed for the 
year 1834 if payment or provision 
for payment is made prior to Jan- 
uary l, 1936. Tir3 bill has been re- 


ferred to the committee on county 
government. 


Another bill presented by Senator 


Batchelor amends the act of 1921 
concerning the loss of livestock by 
rabies. The amended bill sets up 
the presumption that any animal 
or poultry dying from rabies has 
been bitten by a mad dog and no 
proof of the attack by the dog is 
necessary. In the past farmers have 
suffered losses because they could 
not prove their animals or poultry 
were bitten by a mad dog.

Of Nationalism, Lions 
In formed By Dr. Russel

"Here it, the greatest, the most 


urgent and the most baffling prob- 
lem, of all" was the pointed obser- 
vation Dr. E. B. Russell, professor 
of history at Westminster College 
made as he talked the problem of 
war in a luncheon address on "Some 
Problems of. Nationalism" 
before 
the Lions club on Tuesday. 


"Nationalism makes for war," Dr 


Russell added. 
"One more World 


War and our western civilization, 
as we know it, is almost sure to 
perish." 


Only a .short time before the col- 


lege speaker had related three other 
major problems—baffling problems, 
too—and he was closing his address 
when he declared: 


"War in the past has not been an 


unmitigated evil. There is scarcely 
a rii;ht or a freedom we enjoy which 
has not been secured at the cost 
of war. But wars of the past were 
waged by restless and belligerent 
.spirits who enjoyed the fighting- 
Hot by entire peoples." 


Why Not Abolish It? 


"VV'liy then do we not abolish it?" 


he asked Mid. answering it himself, 
said it is "because the spirit of con- 
flict and conquest is the very es- 
.sence of modern nationalities." 


One by one-, the problems of na- 


tionalism were reduced by Dr. Rus- 
sell to these: I'ir.st, how to give the 
nation a conscience; second, the 
nation 
and 
its subject 
peoples; 


three, economic nationalism and 
world trade, and fourth, the nation 
and war. 


"Reduced to its simplest form,"

the high levels of • Arizona, more 
than seven thousand feet, above sea 
level. 
The hills and dark green 


trees are covered with snow, the sky 
is miraculously blue, the climate is 
worth more than aJl our gold and 
you ought to be told, once more, 
about these wondrous western lands 
of California, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Nevada, Colorado. 


But Sunday was devoted to the 


great Boulder Dam canyon, where 
in about ten days water will start 
slowly rising in the gigantic reser- 
voir, and all space must be devoted 
to that marvel of engineering .sci- 
ence. 


THE AUTOMOBILE trip to the 


dam from the writer's ranch 
at 


Hodge, CaL, and back, a run of 
about four hundred miles across 
part of California and Nevada, was 
made "comfortably" by ' "Jimmy" 
Dixon, of Los Angeles, in six hours. 


Every American may be proud of 


Boulder Dam, especially Mr. Ickes, 
Secretary of the Interior, in charge 
of the project, the 'six companies," 
American contracting 
corporations 


that have combined to undertake 
the one hundred'and sixty-five mil- 
lion dollar job, and F. T. Crpwei tall 
American from the Northwest, gen- 
eral superintendent of the job. 


The contractors agreed to finish 


not later than January 1, 1938, and 
pay a forfeit of nine thousand dol- 
lars "damages" for every day's de- 
lay. 


The work: will be finished in July 
this year, two and a 
half 
years 


ahead of time, the dam itself com- 
pleted in thirty days, with water 
running into storage back of the 
dam within fifteen days. This ex- 
traordinary 
efficiency 
will mean 


millions for the government in in- 
creased and immediate receipts, and 
interest saved, but the contractors 
g ; no bonus to offset the "damage" 
clause. 


Taxpayers will learn with joy that 
contracts already made .for power 
with the city of Los Angeles, power 
companies of Southern California 
and others will pay for the dam, 
principal and interest within fifty 
years. It pays to improve the coun- 
try. 


MOST IMPRESSIVE, as you stand j 


at the edge of the deep canyon, are j 
the face of the giant dam structure, 
rising more than seven hundred and 
twenty-six feet from bed rock, and 
the faces of some old Sioux Indians, 
to whose ancestors this river once 
belonged, looking at work done by 
white men to harness their river 
and put it to work. 


A fine face is that of the Sioux 


chief, nearly eighty years old. The 
racial stock in Asia that produced 
such a man might, with education 
and science back of it, come flying 
some day as Columbus came sailing, 
to take possession ot these lands 
again, driving out effete whites, as j 
those whites once drove out 
bar- 


barious Indians. 


(You 
will observe, perhaps with 


gratitude, that nothing is said this 
time about airplane protection.) 


THE OLD chief sees that 
the 


Colorado River, held by a coffer 
dam, 
far up in the river and forced 


to leave its natural bed, now flows 
through great tunnels' in the solid 
rock on either side of the canyon, 
resuming its muddy course far be- 
low the dam, allowing the white 
men to work on dry land, that was 
once the river bed. 
Never again 


will the river choose its path. 


Below the dam on the old river 


bed you see buildings for power de- 
velopment, where giant generators 
will produce one million eight hun- 


dred and thirty-five thousand horse- 
power, more than four 
times the 


power of Niagara. 


Above the complicated machinery 


and the power houses will be erected, 
from wall to wall of. the , canyon, 
deeply anchored in the rock on each 
side, a. protecting reinforced con- 
crete roof, twenty-five feet thick, to 
be covered' deeply with sand arid 
gravel, fertile soil and growing 
grass, protecting the precious ma- 
chinery 
from 
falling rock that 


might be shaken lose by earth- 
quakes. 


MEN ARE building there for one 


thousand years tn come despite the 
fact that in a few centuries all this 
work may be obsolete, a sample of 
man's "primitive scientific work," 
and the earth's real power supply 
produced by harnessing the tides of 
the giant sun itself. 


The wall of the dam six hundred 


and sixty feet thick at the base, 
tapers off to 
forty-five 
feet 
in 


width at the top. Water pressure is 
greater at the bottom of the dam 
because of the weight of water 
above it. 


In the'wall and the power plant 


there have been used four million, 
two hundred thousand cubic yards 
of concrete, and contractors will 
want to know that pebbles as large 
as nine inches in diameter are used 
in the.mixture. 
Just above the dam, on govern- 


ment land, an inexhaustible bed of 
beautifully 
polished pebbles1 was 


found ready for the work. 


Water will coyer that deposit 


when the dam is filled, but it might 
be dredged for future work, when 
other dams are built higher up the 
river to use power generated above 
the boulder level. 


THE AMOUNT of concrete in that 


job, according to the Department of 
the Interior, would build a monu- 
ment one hundred feet square, two 
and one-eighth miles in height. 


Men will build such monuments 


some day, and wider and higher 
with apartments all the way up, al- 
lowing tenants to choose the climate 
and altitude they want, with air- 
plane landings on top. What men 
can imagine they can do. 


SECRETARY . of 
the 
Interior 


Ickes informs the public that the 
concrete used at 
Boulder Dam 


would build "a standard sixteen foot 
wide paved highway reaching from 
Miami in Florida 
to Seattle 
in 


Washington." 


This country will build many such 


roads in the years to come now that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt has taught 
the people how to spend money, and 
sections of the roads at intervals 
will be wide enough for airplane 
landings, the national slogan "Land 
your plane anywhere from 
the 


northwestern tip of Alaska to Key 
West." 


Across the top of the dam forty- 


five feet wide, a paved highway 
for automobiles will carry travelers 
from Nevada to Arizona, on the Ari- 
zona side a. winding road will lead 
to the top of the canyon.*** 


You should see Boulder Dam. 


Railroads will take you there,- or 
your trusty automobile. In about 
10 days water will begin to run in, 
above the dam, but you may always 
see the great unobstructed wall of 
the dam on the lower side. 


A visit to that dam will convince 


you that those who fear for this 
country's future, and think it needs 
the guidance of England, France, 
Czecho-Slovakia and 
the World

rule. 
Under the rule approved by 
the caucus by a vote of 190 to 42, 
members are forbidden to amend 
the first three sections of the bill, 
except on approval of the appro­ 
priations committee. 
Members will be allowed to amend 
the sections giving the President 
authority to continue existing agen­ 
cies until 1937 and establish agen­ 
cies to handle the works program 
and the section providing penalties 
for violation of the act. 
The “gag” rule concession to the 
recalcitrants opens the way for a 
fight against Secretary of Interior 
Ickes. 
Resentful of his treatm ent 
of members of Congress in han­ 
dling public works funds, threats 
were made to prevent the President 
from continuing the PWA.

is miraculously blue, the climate is 
worth more than all our gold and 
you ought to be told, once more, 
about these wondrous western lands 
of California, Arizona, New Mexico. 
Nevada, Colorado. 
But Sunday was devoted to the 
great Boulder Darn canyon, where 
in about ten days water will start 
slowly rising in the gigantic reser- 
\oir, and all space must be devoted 
to that marvel of engineering sci­ 
ence. 


THE AUTOMOBILE trip to the 
dam from the w riters 
ranch 
at 
Hodge, Cal., and back, 
a run of 
about four hundred miles across 
part of California and Nevada, was 
made “comfortably” 
by 
“Jimmy” 
Dixon, of Los Angeles, in six hours. 
Every American may be proud of 
Boulder Dam, especially Mr. Ickes, 
Secretary of the Interior, in charge 
of the project, the ‘six companies,” 
American contracting corporations 
that have combined to undertake 
the one hundred and sixty-five mil­ 
lion dollar job, and F. T. Crowe, tall 
American from the Northwest, gen­ 
eral superintendent of the job. 
The contractors agreed to finish 
not later than January 1, 1938, and 
pay a forfeit of nine thousand dol­ 
lars “damages” for every day’s de­ 
lay. 
The work will be finished in July 
this year, two and a 
half 
years 
ahead of time, the dam itself com­ 
pleted in thirty days, with water 
running into storage back of the 
dam within fifteen days. 
This ex­ 
traordinary 
efficiency 
will 
mean 
millions for the government in in­ 
creased and immediate receipts, and 
interest saved, but the contractors 
g i no bonus to offset the “damage” 
clause. 
Taxpayers will learn with joy that 
contracts already made for power 
with the city of Los Angeles, pow’er 
companies of Southern California 
and others will pay for the dam. 
principal and interest within fifty 
years. It pays to improve the coun­ 
try. 


MOST IMPRESSIVE, as you stand 
at the edge of the deep canyon, are 
the face of the giant dam structure, 
rising more than seven hundred and 
twenty-six feet from bed rock, and 
the faces of some old Sioux Indians, 
to whose ancestors this river once 
belonged, looking at work done by 
white men to harness their river 
and put it to work. 
A fine face is that of the Sioux 
chief, nearly eighty years old. The 
racial stock in Asia th at produced 
such a man might, with education 
and science back of it, come flying 
some day as Columbus came sailing, 
to take possession of these lands 
again, driving out effete whites, as 
those whites once drove 
out 
bar- 
barious Indians. 
(You will observe, perhaps with 
gratitude, that nothing is said this 
time about airplane protection.) 


THE OLD chief sees 
that 
the 
Colorado River, held by a coffer 
dam, far up in the river and forced 
to leave its natural bed, now flows 
through great tunnels in the solid 
rock on either side of the canyon, 
resuming its muddy course far be­ 
low the dam, allowing the white 
men to work on dry land, that was 
once the river bed. 
Never again 
will the river choose its path. 
Below the dam on the old river 
bed you see buildings for power de­ 
velopment, where giant generators 
w'll produce one million eight hun- 


dred and thirty-five thousand horse­ 
power, more than four 
times 
the 
power of Niagara. 
Above the complicated machinery 
and the power houses will be erected, 
from wall to wall of the canyon, 
deeply anchored in the rock on each 
side, a protecting reinforced con­ 
crete roof, twenty-five feet thick, to 
be covered deeply with sand and 
gravel, 
fertile 
soil 
and 
growing 
grass, protecting the precious m a­ 
chinery 
from 
falling 
rock 
that 
might be shaken 
lose by earth­ 
quakes. 


MEN ARE building there for one 
thousand years to come despite the 
fact that in a lew centuries all this 
work may be obsolete, a sample of 
man's “primitive scientific work,” 
and the earth’s real power supply 
produced by harnessing the tides of 
the giant sun itself. 
The w’all of the dam six hundred 
and sixty feet thick at the base, 
tapers off to 
forty-five 
feet 
in 
width at the top. Water pressure Is 
greater at the bottom of the dam 
because of the weight of water 
above it. 
In the wall and the power plant 
there have been used four million 
two hundred thousand cubic yards 
of concrete, and contractors will 
want to know th at pebbles as large 
as nine inches in diameter are used 
in the mixture. 
Just above the dam, on govern­ 
ment land, an inexhaustible bed of 
beautifully 
polished 
pebbles 
was 
found ready for the work. 
W ater will 
cover that 
deposit 
when the dam is filled, but it might 
be dredged for future work, when 
other dams are built higher up the 
river to use power generated above 
the boulder level.

On the other hand, however, Con­ 
nie Mack, instead of holding a play­ 
er up to ridicule, would try to coax 
ability out of a player. Instead of 
hiring detectives to see 
that 
the 
players were getting to bed at the 
proper hour he is more apt to put 
the players on their honor. 
And 
Connie, too, has had a very success­ 
ful career. 
St. Louis is quite satisfied with 
the managerial ability of 
Rogers 
Hornsby, and Bill Terry seems to 
have done a pretty good job in New 
York. Compare their outspoken and 
blunt manner with the more conser­ 
vative attitude of the late Miller 
Huggins. Terry and 
Hornsby 
are 
good but they haven't as yet proved 
that they will be as successful as the 
former Yankee manager. 
It is a question of whether or not 
any other man could have handled 
Babe Ruth as Huggins did. Remem­ 
ber when he was the 
New 
York 
manager. Ruth, besides being at th 9 
peak of his career, was one of the 
game’s playboys. 
Most critics advise managers to 
pattern their system after that of 
Connie Mack or Miller Huggins. Yet, 
not only did John McGraw have a 
successful career, but Frank Frisch, 
the man who is said to follow Mc- 
Graw’s methods closer than anyone 
else, comes along and wins a pen­ 
nant with the St. Louis Cardinals. 
Rogers Hornsby wasn’t a success 
as a Cub manager because, it 
is 
claimed, the players didn’t like his 
iron-handed rule. Over in Cleveland, 
however, it is said that many of the 
players take advantage of the easy­ 
going Walter Johnson. 
So just how are baseball managers 
to become successful? The only fool­ 
proof advice that can be given ap­ 
parently is. “Win ball games.” Con­ 
nie Mack, Bill Terry, Frank Frisch, 
etc., may employ different methods, 
] but they do one thing in common, 
I they all win quite a few games.

TO the diversion of motor license 
funds were given today by Ralph W. 
Bolsinger, president of the New 
Castle Motor Club. The statement 
of Mr. Bolsinger follows: 


Diversion of motor tax revenues 


to other than road-building pur- 
poses is one of the most serious 
evils threatening highway transpor- 
tation, and all diversions proposals 
will be vigorously opposed at the 
forthcoming sessions of the legisla- 
tures.

If she acquired knowledge in 
this field she was usually advised to 
confine her practice to nursing. It 
was not until the age of specializa­ 
tion and the development of modern 
treatm ent and surgery th at woman 
got her opportunity. Today 
they 
take their place with the best 
of 
men. The skillful and scientific de­ 
velopment of medicine opened up 
new roads for them . 
Miss 
Jones 
pointed out th a t if their knowledge 
was not used for a practice, it could 
be applied for other practical p u r­ 
poses. She nam ed 
a 
num ber 
of 
women who have attained distinc­ 
tion in this field, who have com­ 
forted and relieved hum anity. The 
profession is a challenge to m odern 
young women. Miss Jones declared. 
The Valedictory 
Robert A rthur Sprague, the vale­ 
dictorian, spoke on the subject “The 
Old and the New in W ar.” He stated 
th a t war is the greatest of hum an 
faults. Through the greed and sel­ 
fishness of m ankind, war has been 
m ade inevitable. He urged the young 
people to disregard

against the flow of war propaganda, 
for it will be they th a t will bear the 
brunt of the burden. He declared 
th a t due to the astonishing develop­ 
m ent of war im plem ents and equip­ 
m ent, civilization would be an n i­ 
hilated in the next war.

Vaccination Latest 


Vaccine Against Infantile Par- 


alysis Will Be Used For 


First Time

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 23.—A clin- 
ic for vaccination against infantile 
paralysis—the first known of its 
kind to the history of medicine- 
will be opened at Temple University 
medical school here on Saturday, it 
was announced today. 


Dr. John A. Kolmer, professor of 
experimental medicine at the hos- 
pital, will be in charge of the clin- 
ic, where the vaccine he discovered 
will be available to the public for 
the first time. 
Dr. Kolmer an- 


nounced discovery of the vaccine 
last August after two years of ex- 
perimentation on monkeys, since 
then experiments with humans have 
proved a success.

At the same time his companion 
in crime, Walter Legenza, lying in a hospital bed in the same city, had 
a surprise visit from Federal agents and he, too, again is in the clutches 
of the law enforcement agencies. 
It may have been a trifle rude to 


disturb the rest of these two, but the law-abiding populace can sleep 
all the more soundly because of the captures. 


There was a time when the outstanding public enemies could sleep 


with a certain amount of security, but the concentrated drive against 
criminals launched by the government and the various states has shat- 
tered the criminal Utopia, for which the public can give thanks. 


It is gratifying to note as well that the Virginia court speedily sen- 


tenced the recaptured pair to pay the penalty for their crimes, as soon 
as they were landed back in the jurisdiction of the state.

of bread and 100 gms. of margarine 
every two days—When they return 
to their huts after work at 5 p. m.

As a rule the food is 
scarcely eatable and the men often 
throw it away. We usually get & 
small piece of sausage or cheese, a

"Here i.s the greatest, the most 


urgent and the most baffling prob- 
Icrn of all" was the pointed obser- 
vation Dr. E. B. Russell, professor 
of history at Westminster College, 
made as he talked the problem of 
•war in a luncheon address on "Some 
Problems of Nationalism" 
before 
the Lions club on Tuesday. 


"Nationalism makes for war," Dr. 


Russell added. "One more World 
War and our western civilization, 
as we know it, is almost sure to 
perish." 


Only a short time before the col- 


!?ge speaker had related three other 
major problems—baffling problems, 
too—and he was closing his address 
v.-hen he declared: 


"War in the past has not been an 


unmitigated evil. There is scarcely 
H right or a freedom we enjoy which 
has not been secured at the cost 
of war. But wars of the past were 
waged by restless and belligerent 
.spirits who enjoyed the fighting— 
not by entire peoples." 


Why Not Abolish It? 


"Wtiy then do we not abolish it?" 
he asked and, answering it himself, 
said it is "because the spirit of con- 
flict and conquest is the very es- 
sence of modern nationalities." 


One by one, the problems of na- 


tionalism were reduced by Dr. Rus- 
sell to these: I'irst. how to give the 
nation a conscience; second, the 
nation and its subject 
peoples; 
three, economic nationalism and 
world trade, and fourth, the nation 
and war. 


"Reduced to its simplest form," 


continued the speaker, "the prob- 
lem which confronts the peoples of 
the western world today is this: 
'Can the individualistic 
societies 
and bourgouis governments of ,the

western nations renounce uncon- 
trolled acquisitive capitalism and 
diplomacy of power, profits

prevent the dissolution of the world 
m which they live? Can they curb 
national 
spirit 
sufficiently

achieve world unity and the social 
.direction of economic activity be- 
fore they are overwhelmed by the 
forces which have created the pres- 
ent order and which' now threaten 
it with destruction? Upon the an- 
swer hinges the whole future of 
western civilization." 


"A negative answer," he told the 


club, "does not mean a continuation 
of the present state of economic 
confusion. It means a progressive 
and accelerated disintrigation of the 
world economy and a relapse into 
international anarchy and war Out 
of the resulting chaos may emerge 
two things, either social revolution 
—the universal destruction of the 
old ways of life ttf a world rebellion 
of tfie industrial proletariat along 
lines foreshadowed by the present' 
regime m Russia, or—and the alter- 
nate is quite as probable—western 
mankind may slip down into a long 
and bloody decline. Then those who 
survive will be reduced to ruder and 
more primitive ways of living which 
will seem barbarous and brutish by 
comparison 
with 
the 
vanished 
golden age of capitalism and na- 
tionalism. In either case the old 
order will perish." 


The People Want Peace 


"The most hopeful augury," the 


Lions heard the speaker say, "that 
this will not happen is that in all 
countries, with the possible excep- 
tion of Germany and Hungary, the 
people want peace. Yes. The peo- 
ple want peace. But do they want 
it enough to be willing to surrender 
any portion of their national inde- 
pendence, or any of their perquis- 
ites of their precious nationalism? 
Are ttiey willing to permit any dimi- 
nuation of sovereignty?" 


Speaking of peace at the close, Dr 
Russell concluded: 


"Of one thing we can be sure The 


world can have no real or lasting 
peace until national feeling 
has 
abated."

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The 


51,880,000,000 work relief

The measure carries $4,000,000,000 


to provide jobs for 3,500,000 persons 
now on relief and $880,000,000 for di- 
rect relief until the jobs plan starts. 


The huge Democratic majority 


was gound by a caucus vote to grant 
Mr. Roosevelt the huge sum with 
no strings attached. The leaders, 
however, weakened under the de- 
mands of revolting members, who 
demanded that the fund be "ear- 
marked" for specific projects and 
opposed consideration under "gag" 
rule. Under the rule approved by 
the caucus by a vote of 190 to 4*>, 
members are forbidden to amend 
the first three sections of the bill, 
except on approval of the appro- 
priations committee: 


Members will be allowed to amend 


the sections giving the President 
authority to continue existing agen- 
cies until 1937 and establish agen- 
cies to handle the works program 
and the section providing penalties 
Tor violation of the act. 


The "gag" rule concession to the 


recalcitrants opens the way for a 
light against Secretary of Interior 
Ickes. Resentful of his treatment 
of members of Congress in han- 
dling public works funds, threats 
were made to prevent the President 
from continuing the PWA.

The Old Sioux Chief. 


Huge Concrete Demand. 


By ARTHUR BRISBANE 


GALLUP, N. M., Jan. 23. 


THIS IS written between Flag- 


staff and Winslow, traveling along 
the high levels of Arizona, more 
than seven thousand feet above sea 
level. 
The hills and dark green 


trees are covered with snow, the sky 
is miraculously blue, the climate is 
worth more than all our gold and 
you ought to be told, once more, 
about these wondrous western lands 
of California, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Nevada, Colorado. 


But Sunday was devoted to the 


great Boulder Dam canyon, where 
in about ten days water will start 
slowly rising in the gigantic reser- 
voir, and all space must be devoted 
to that marvel of engineering sci- 


THE AUTOMOBILE trip to the 


dam from the writer's ranch 
at 


Hodge, Cal., and back, a run of 
about four hundred miles across 
part of California and Nevada, was 
made "comfortably" by ' "Jimmy" 
Dixon, of Los Angeles, in six hours. 


Every American may be proud of 


Boulder Dam, especially Mr. Ickes, 
Secretary of the Interior, in charge 
of the project, the 'six companies," 
American contracting corporations 
that have combined to undertake 
the one hundred "and sixty-five mil- 
lion dollar job, and F. T. Crowe, tall 
American from the Northwest, gen- 
eral superintendent of the job. 


The contractors agreed to finish 


not later than January 1. 1938, and 
pay a forfeit of nine thousand dol- 
lars "damages" for every day's de- 
lay. 


The work will be finished in July 


this year, two and a half 
years 
ahead of time, the dam itself com- 
pleted in thirty days, with water 
running into storage back of the 
dam within fifteen days. This ex- 
traordinary 
efficiency 
will mean 


millions for the government in in- 
creased and immediate receipts, and 
interest saved, but the contractors 
g i no bonus to offset the "damage" 
clause. 


Taxpayers will learn with joy that 


contracts already made for power 
with the city of Los Angeles, power 
companies of Southern California 
and others will pay for the dam, 
principal and interest within fifty j 
years. It pays to improve the coun- 
try. 


MOST IMPRESSIVE, as you stand 


at the edge of the deep canyon, are 
the face of the giant dam structure, 
rising more than seven hundred and 
twenty-six feet from bed rock, and 
the faces of some old Sioux Indians, 
to whose ancestors this river once 
belonged, looking at work done by 
white men to harness their river 
and put it to work. 


A fine face is that of the Sioux 


chief, nearly eighty years old. The 
racial stock in Asia that produced 
such a man might, with education 
and science back of it, come flying 
some day as Columbus came sailing, 
to take possession of these lands | 
again, driving out effete whites, as 
those whites once drove out bar- 
barious Indians. 


(You 
will observe, perhaps with 


gratitude, that nothing is said this 
time about airplane protection.) 


THE OLD chief sees that 
the 


Colorado River, held by a coffer 
dam, far up in the river and forced 
to leave its natural bed, now flows 
through great tunnels in the solid 
rock on either side of the canyon, 
resuming its muddy course far be- 
low the dam, allowing the white 
men to work on dry land, that was 
once the river bed. Never again 
will the river choose its path. 


Below the dam on the old river 


bed you see buildings for power de- 
velopment, where giant generators

Above the complicated machinery 


and the power houses will be erected, 
from wall to wall oJ the canyon, 
deeply anchored in the rock on each 
side, a protecting reinforced con- 
crete roof, twenty-five feet thick, to 
be covered deeply with sand and 
gravel, fertile soil and 
growing 


grass, protecting the precious ma- 
chinery 
from 
falling rock that 


might be shaken lose by earth- 
quakes. 


MEN ARE building there for one 


thousand years to come despite the 
fact that in a few centuries all this 
work may be obsolete, a sample of 
man's "primitive scientific work," 
and the earth's real power supply 
produced by harnessing the tides of 
the giant sun itself. 


The wall of the dam six hundred 


and sixty feet thick at the base, 
tapers off to 
forty-five 
feet 
in 


width at the top. Water pressure is 
greater at the bottom of the dam 
because of the weight of water 
above it. 


In the "wall and the power plant 


there have been used four million, 
two hundred thousand cubic yards 
of concrete, and contractors will 
want to know that pebbles as large 
as nine inches in diameter are used 
in the mixture. 


Just above the dam, on govern- 


ment land, an inexhaustible bed of 
beautifully 
polished 
pebbles- was 


found ready for the work. 


Water will cover that deposit 


•when the dam is filled, but it might 
be dredged for future work, when 
other dams are built higher up the 
river to use power generated above 
the boulder level. 


THE AMOUNT of concrete in that 


job, according to the Department of 
the Interior, would build a monu- 
ment one hundred feet square, two 
and one-eighth miles in height. 


Men will build such monuments 
some day, and wider and higher 
with apartments all the way up, al- 
lowing tenants to choose the climate 
and altitude they want, with air- 
plane landings on top. What men 
can imagine they can do.

Additional reasons for opposition 


i.o the diversion of motor license 
funds were given today by Ralph \V. 
Bolsinger, president of the New 
Castle Motor Club. The statement 
of Mr. Bolsinger follows: 


Diversion of motor tax revenues 


to other than road-building pur- 
poses is one of the most serious 
evils threatening highway transpor- 
tation, and all diversions proposals 
•will be vigorously opposed at the 
forthcoming sessions of the legisla- 
tures. Pointing out that there are 
widely differing estimates 
of 
the 


amount of motor taxes now diverted 
rach vear. Official figures indicate 
that The total is veil over $100,000,- 
000 .a year, that considerable more 
than half the total is represented in 
diversion from gasoline taxes and 
the balance from registration fees. 


The New Castle Motor Club listed 


the following effects of diversion: 


It subjects motorists to duplicate 


taxation by imposing on them as a 
class an unjust and disproportion- 
ate share of the cost of government. 
Motor taxes are special levies for a 
special purpose, and to use receipts 
otherwise is rank discrimination. 


Diversion results in the boosting 


of motor taxes beyond reasonable 
limits and the imposition of taxes 
out of ratio to costs. 


Diversion endangers the road 


bonded indebtedness of the states. 


Diversion jeopardizes the large in- 


vestments in highways, as it leads 
to neglect of roads and the postpon- 
ing of necessary maintenance. 


As a result of the above, diversion 


j adds to the hazards on the highway. 


Diversion results in road funds 


becoming a political "pork barrel". 


Diversion of road funds to other 


governmental purposes, h o w e v e r 
worthy, tends to delay the overhaul- 
ing of tax structure in the interest 
of those who pay motor taxes.
